"Now ladies and gentlemen, some very serious facts which 
I revealed regarding the Jury which acquitted Jinmy Hoffa have now 
been confirmed under oath. The expenses of Jov*£ouis, ex-boxing 
champ, were paid for him to come to Washington and appear in front 
of the Jury. A Teamsters check has been unearthed paying John 
Cowley, the Detroit public relations man, who placed a full page 
ad in the "Afro-American" Negro newspaper praising Hoffa as a great 
friend of the Negro. The "Afro American" even listed the names and 
addresses of the eight Negro Jurors. Actually, Hoffa had been in 
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favor of Btrict segregation between Negro and white truck drivers 
but despite that, he posed as a friend of the Negro and thanks to 
.paid public relations men, he got away with it. Also, the state 
senator from Arkansas, Q. Byrum Hurst, was retained by Hoffa to 
come to Washington and he talked to the brother of the Federal 
Judge who presided over Hof fa's trial. Now, all of these things 
add up to an apparent attempt to upset our Judicial system and to 
possible contempt of court. In fairness to the Judge and to all 
concerned, therefore, I respectfully urge that the presiding 
Federal Judge of the District of Columbia to start Judicial 
proceedings to ascertain Just who tried to upset the time 
honored long established system of trial by Jury; one of the most 
vital cornerstones in making democracy live.
